EGER, SUDETEN AREA, Czechoslovakia, Sept. 14.— 
(UP)—Open fighting broke out today in the Sudeten area 
near the border north of Eger, where 2000 Sudetens armed 
with machine guns, rifles and pistols battled hundreds of 
Czech troops and police. 
Casualties were heavy. Early in the battle, from IO to 
15 gendarmes had been killed, but it was impossible to esti­ 
mate the total dead and wounded on both sides as the battle 
continued. 
M artial Law 
The action was at the town of Habersparirk, near 
Falkenau in the Eger district. 
Shortly after news of the battle became known, it was 
announced in Prague that martial law had been extended 
to three more Sudeten areas, making l l now under military 
rule.

“For example: consider a cotton 
cord containing normal atmospheric 
m oisture that has a tensile breaking 
strength of 20 lbs. W hen this cord 
dries out its strength drops to a p ­ 
proximately IO lbs. 
Rayon is ex­ 
actly the opposite, when dry its 
strength is 23% greater than when 


it contains moisture. 
Now the real significance of this 
is lost unless you rem ember th at 
when a tire is In service it heats 
up. 
The tougher the service, the 
more it heats, and naturally the 
heat dries up the moisture in the 
cord, causing it to get weaker if it 
is cotton, stronger if it’s rayon. 
Nothing could be more fundam ental 
or logical than that.”

exported would bring at Liverpool. 
In competition with all the cheap 
labor in the world, while our farm ­ 
ers were at the same time paying 
more than any other class, tariffs, 
subsidies, snd w hat not, to protect 
"infant" industries of every de­ 
scription sgainst the same kind of 
competition. 
In your final analysis 
you state th at the workerg of the 
United Hts tea will be endowing for­ 
eign labor with the right to buy 
their bread for less than our own 
worker* can buy It, That does not 
necessarily become a fact, because 
unless the price becomes so loaf in 
this country that It is leas than the 
average cost 
of 
production, 
the 
governm ent will nbt buy a bushel. 
Even if the Federal board buys IO 
or even 20 per cent of the whole 
crop it will not cost the average 
American laborer a thin dime, for it 
will bring within a few cesta a 
bushel of w hat it coat. 
Practically 
every cent of that will he paid by 
the class that would never miss it. 
And if it will help to save the hard 
pressed farmers from complete ruin 


the American laborer will be ben- 
ofited as much as the farmer, and 
no true American will demand that 
lie be permitted to buy his bread 
for less than an American farm er 
can produce it. 
Ho why, when an honest effort is 
tieing made at last, to protect the 
farm er (not to a profit), hut from 
continued injustice, should anyone 
try to denv this effort which to 
my mind is as much too little a* it 
is too late.

knowledge 99 per rent of the farm ­ 
ers growing wheat these last 1ft 
years have lost all they had made 
in a life
